TROUBLE SAVING IDEAS 


Split tea will not leave a stain if 


teapot. 

Never leave a jam spoon in the 
jam, or a fork in the pickles, or 
verdigris will result. 

Do not pour cold water into en- 
ame! vessels while they are still hot 
from cooking. This causes the en- 
amel to crack and peel off. 

To freshen a stale loaf, wrap it 
in a damp cloth for a minute. Re- 
move the cloth, and put the loaf in 
a hot oven for a half an hour. 

If vinegar is boiled in a kettle 
that has become badly furred, the 
deposit will soften and break away 
from the sides and bottom. 

Two ounces of fuller’s earth boil- 
ed in half a pint of vinegar and the 
juice of three onions is splendid for 
removing scorch marks from linen. 

Mix a little ammonia with the 
beeswax and turpentine used for 
floor polishing. The wax will then 
dissolve quickly. 

To freshen stale vegetables, soak 
foy an hour in cold water to which 
the juice of a lemon has been added. 

Chamois leather should be wash- 
ed in warm water in which a pinch 
of baking soda has been dissolved. 
In’ this way the leather’s softness, 
which often is lost in the process of 
washing, is retained.
